Watts Area 
in Warning 
to Nation

LOS ANGELES (AP) — "It 


couldn't happen here — not in 
Los Angeles," people said in 
horror last August, as 34 per- 
sons died and $40 million in 
property was put to the torch in 
bloody race riots. 


But it happened, and an inves- 


tigative team later warned that 
the holocaust could seem but "a 
curtain-raiser" 
if 
conditions 


were not quickly improved in 
the city's teeming, sprawling 
Negro district. 


Improvements 
efforts 
were 


launched, but apparently 
not 


enough, and apparently not soon 
enough. 


Racial violence 
boiled 
up 


again Tuesday as more than 600 
Negroes rioted in Watts, cradle 
of last August's incredible dev- 
astation, leaving two dead and 
at least two dozen injured. 


If 
last summer's "curtain- 


raiser" still overshadowed its 
second act, and if Tuesday's 
violence was, as police felt and 
hoped, short-lived and quickly 
quelled, it quelled something 
else as well: the hope that 
things were better now. 


Long before last August, civil 


rights leaders had predicted a 
racial 
explosion 
in 
the 
50- 


square-mile southeast Los An- 
geles area they call "the black 
ghetto." 


Of Los Angeles' 2,479,015 pop- 


ulation, 334,916 are Negroes and 
most live on the southeast side, 
surrounding and filling Watts to 
a density 98 per cent Negro. 


Within that giant ghetto is: 
Overcrowding: 27.3 persons 


per acre, compared to a county 
average of 7.4. 


Unemployment. 1,000 Negroes 


arriving each month, landing in 
Watts, looking for jobs, failing 
to find them, staying on and 
sinking lower on the economic 
scale.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


At Times Bony Outgrowths 
Interfere With Dentures

t'ort and have no pathologic 
significance, their removal is 
not warranted. 


Most tori are unnoticed by 


patients unless they get sore 
—irritations from toothbrush, 
crust of bread, hot soup or 
fever blister. When first no- 
ticed in this way, many pa- 
tients panic into thinking they 
have cancer. 


The tori that are real nuis- 


ances are the ones shaped like 
upside-down 
m u s h r o o m s . 


These collect food on the un- 
derside and sometimes be- 
come inflamed. However, if 
these areas are kept clean by 
vigorously rinsing with a mild 
mouthwash after eating, irri- 
tations will be minimal. 


Sometimes tori do get in 


the way of dentures. To over- 
come this difficulty a relief is 
made on the palatal surface 
of 
the denture; actually a 


space is created between the 
denture and the bone so that 
the denture does not rub and 
irritate the bony area. After 
some weeks, when the den- 
ture settles into place and this 
space is lost, additional relief 
can be made. 


The r e m o v a l of tori is 


neither complicated nor pain- 
ful, although there is a risk 
of accidental perforation of 
the hard palate. I think it's 
safe to say that while it would 
be 
ideal' in some 
denture- 


making procedures to elimin- 
ate the torus, it's rarely nec'.iv 
sarv.

Skiing in Lebanon 
Is High Fashion

BEIRUT ( A P ) - The latest status symbol in Lebanon 


is not the gold-trimmed limousine of an Arab oil sheik, 
but gold-plated ski poles. 


The 
mountain^ of 
Lebanon, 


where the oil sheiks spend their 
summer holidays, are turning into 
ski resorts in the off season. 
Lebanese 
men 
are 
becoming 


winter sports minded, and the 
traditional 
picture of Oriental 


••'.•omen shrouded in veils is giving 
way to gaggles of girls in tight 
stretch pants. 


This sun-baked little Mediter- 


ranean country now boasts three 
ski centers, one of them nestled 
around 
the 
famed 
Biblical 


Cedars of Lebanon. 
Two more 


are planned, plus a network of 
more than seven new lifts to haul 
skiers to the tops of various 
mountains. 


The downhill slopes so far do 


not match Europe's, but skiing 
in Lebanon is high fashion, and 
the emphasis is on appearance, 
not 
technique. The 
apres-ski 


clothes and fancy hairdos equal 
anything to be seen in the re- 
sorts of Switzerland, Prance or 
Austria. 


Beirut's sporting goods shops 


are filled with Austrian equip- 
ment and among the hottest-sell- 
ing items this season are ski 
poles plated with 18-karat gold. 
They are made in the U.S.A. 


For the expert, Lebanese snow 


may be a trifle slushy and most 
of the slopes on the tame side, 
but Lebanon is one of the few 
countries — if not the only one — 
where you can ski in the morning 
and bask on a Mediterranean 
beach in the afternoon, or where 
you can ski right to the doorway 
of an ancient Roman temple. Or 
where you can pick fresh oranges 
from the trees on the way to the 
hills. 


Organized skiing was intro- 


duced here in 1935 when the 
French, who then governed the 
country, set up an army school 
at the Cedars to train ski troops 
to patrol the mountains. Now the 
Lebanese army maintains a ski 
school to train soldiers for res- 
cue work, but so far no one has 
managed 
to effectively

Traf- 
fic jams on weekends are colos- 
sal. In 1964, some roads were 
reportedly 
blocked 
for 
three 


weeks by blizzards. New snow 
plows now keep the roads open, 
if icy. 


Lebanese President Charles 


Helou recently declared that the 
tourist industry would eventual- 
ly replace banking and business 
as the country's no. 1 money- 
earner. Promoters are counting 
on skiing as one of the tourist 
attractions. 


So far the only cable car in 


Lebanon carries religious pil- 
grims to a chapel rather than 
skiers up the hillsides, but de- 
velopment is booming and long- 
range plans 
call for heated 


swimming 
pools, 
snow-making 


machines and a 9,000-foot cabin 
lift. 


"We have far more sunshine 


than Europe," says one resort 
operator. "Besides, Europe is 
getting overcrowded with tourists, 
and Lebanon is a new place to 
go."

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Motorists traveling to Fay- 
etteville, home of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas, are informed 
by billboards of another of the 
city's 
distinctions—it has the 


state's oldest bank. 


The Mcllroy Bank, whose 


roots date to 1871, has close 
ties with the university, which 
got its start about the same 
time. 


The main campus of the Uni- 


versity was once the farm of 
William 
Mcllroy, 
the 
bank 


founder, and some who have 
investigated 
say the Mcllroy 


Home once stood where the 
university's 
Old 
Main 
now 


stands. 


The history of the Mcllroy 


Bank—subject of newspaper ar- 
ticles and recently a 27-page 
booklet—is 
embellished 
with 


tall tales. 


W. 
J. 
Lemke, 
university 


emeritus professor, of journal- 
ism, compiled the 27-page his- 
tory, which was published by 
the Washington County Histori- 
cal Society of Fayetteville. 


"Local legends are almost as 


plentiful as documentary evi- 
dence," Lemke said he dis- 
covered while writing the his- 
tory. 


Among these, he said, is one 


which says that laborers turned 
up many gold coins during ex- 
cavation at the site of the Mc- 
llroy Bank and Boston Store in 
the 1930s. 


Lemke said the amount sup- 


posedly found varies with the 
person who tells the story. 


William Mcllroy, born in 1812 


in North Carolina, settled in 
Madison Comity in 1838, where 
he was a farmer and store- 
keeper for 11 years. 


He and his family moved to 


Fayetteville, and he started a 
store there in 1855. 


Mcliroy became a partner in 


1871 
in the already established 


D. D. Stark & Company Bank 
and some accounts say that by 
January of 1872 he had eonlroi- 
line intm-st -in (he bank 


1 One history states that Mc- 
llroy assumed sole control in 
1874, becaus eof improper han- 
dling of funds by Stark. It said 
Mcllroy lost about $60,000 be- 
cause of Stark's action. 


William Mcllroy died in 1886. 
Hayden Mcllroy Jr. 
repre- 


sents the fourth generation of 
Mcllroys at th ebank. 


William 
Mcllroy 
was 
his 


great grandfather, James Mc- 
llroy (who died in 1939) his 
grandfather, and Hayden Sr. 
who died in 1962, his father. 


Although remodeled and ex- 


panded several times, the bank 
is in its original building. The 
building's facade maintains the 
original 
architectural 
style, 


even though it is now twice as 
wide.

By Rights the Bowie Knife 
Should Have Been Called the 
Black Knife, He Made It

The house is gone. The man 


is dead. The secret is lost for- 
ever. But Washington, Arkansas 
in 
Hempstead 
County 
still 


proudly holds claim to being 
the home of the Bowie knife. By 
rights it should have been call- 
ed the James Black knife, for 
tha tis the name of the balck- 
smith who made it. 


Since the famous James Bow- 


ie 
was the 
owner of 
one of 


Black's expertly t e m p e r e d 
blades, his is the name attach- 
ed to the neyer-to-be duplicated 
creation. This newspaper mast 
head carries a sketch of the 
Bowi eknife, and sine elost Sun- 
day, 
the City of Washington has 


marked with a bronze plaque 
the homesite of Dr. Isaac New- 
ton Jones and Elizabeth Little- 
John Jones, benefactors of Black. 


The story handed down for 


years is that the powerful black- 
smith, James Black, lived and 
worked at his trade in this part 
of (he state. That is, he worked 
as Inog as he could. His mighty 
arms remained strong, but his 
eyes grew dim and eventually 
he became blind. He remained 
that way the last 30 years of his 
life. 


No one could 
be any more 


helpless than 
an uneducated 


man whose manual skill is tak- 
en from him as 
the result of 


physical impairment. Unlike a 
more cultured person or o n e 
whose mind was trained as well 
as his body, James Balck could 
find little to occupy himself. 
He realized his 
inadequacies 


in social fields, including t h e 
art of conversation, and when 
Dr. and Mrs. 
Isaac Newton 


Jones offered him a home, he 
accepted it only if he was allow- 
ed to live away from t h e i r 
house. There was a small build- 
ing which the doctor had used 
for an office and which was sep- 
arate from his home, and it 
was to this building that James 
Black went to spend most of 
his remaining years of life. 


He was grateful to his bene- 


factors and 
wanted to repay 


them for what they had done 
for him. After much thought he 
came to the conclusion that he 
had only one thing in he world 
that was of value — his secret 
method of making his special 
knife. "When your boy, Dan, 
(later 
to become 
Gov. Dan 


Jones) is 16, I'm gonna tell him 
how to make the knife," Black 
told Dr. Jones. That secret was 
of great value and would cer- 
tainly be a fine gift. 


At 
last, Dan reached 
the 


specified age and the blind man 
was abou tto reveal the promise 
information. They boy waited 
eagerly and with receptive mind 
but, alas, the blacksmith's me- 
mory had grown as weak as his 
eye-sight. He tried to remem- 
ber how he had made the knife 
He made every effort 
within 


his power, but it was no use. 
The method was lost to him and 
thus, to the world. James Black 
died on June 2, 1872 but he had 
-departed his world as far as oth- 
er people were concerned when 


he had locked his secret so tight- 
ly inside his brain it could nev- 
er be found.

Wednesday as president of the 
International Ladies 
Garment

explaining 


about "knippels" for years. 


At a meeting of the AFL-CTO 


Executive Council, he lectured 
President 
George Meany on 


them. 


"It's a little hard to explain, 


but I took out m y handkerchief 
and showed him just how you 
tie the knot right so they mnoey 
doesn't fall out," Dubinsky re- 
called. "Now he knows." 


Dubinsky was one of the last 


of the union leaders who grew 
up with the labor movement, 
guiding it out of the sweatshops 
and hiring halls into an era of 
member-owned 
hotels 
and 


health clinics. 


He will remain as a vice pres- 


ident of the AFL-CIO and as 
vice chairman of New York 
City's influential Liberal party. 


Dubinsky has enjoyed a close 


relationship 
with Democratic 


presidents 
since Franklin D. 


Roosevelt. The last law Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy signed 
authorized a federal commemo- 
rative medal for the 50th anni- 
versary of the ILGWU's health 
center, the first ever established 
by a union in this country. Pres- 
ident Johnson came to New 
York in 1964 to dedicate a 
plaque on the anniversary. 


Dubinsky, 5-foot-5, with gray 


crew-cut hair, conducts conver- 
sations at a shout and pokes the 
air with his forefinger when 
making a point. He jabbed the 
air as ne told of taking over the 
bankrupt union in 1932 and of 
converting it into a prosperous 
organization "with some help."

Biil D. Moyers said Friday ne- 
gotiations had not been conclud- 
ed on two points. He referred 
further inquiries to the State 
Department. 


State Department press offi- 


cer Robert J. McCloskey also 
said there were "a couple of 
matters to be worked out" but 
didn't elaborate. Later, how- 
ever, McCloskey announced: 


"The United Stales told the 


Soviet government tonight we 
are ready to sign the text of the 
exchange agreement. We are 
prepared to sign whenever and 
wherever it is mutually conven- 
ient." 


A time and place was not an- 


nounced immediately. The chief 
Soviet negotiator, S. K. Roma- 
novsky, already has left for 
home. 


The proposed agreement calls 


for a one-for-one exchange of 
students, taachers, artists, en- 
tertainers and the like durine 
1906 and 1967. 


There was no immediate offi- 


cial explanation for the delay 
which took the Soviets — and 
apparently U.S. negotiators, too 
— by surprise.

Big Business 
Just Keeps 
on Growing

NEW YORK (AP) - Corpora- 


tions are flooding the mails with 
annual reports these days. And 
their legions of owners can in- 
dulge in one of America's most 
satisfying pastimes ~ deciding 
who's the biggest. 


But a company that's tops 


when viewed from one angle 
may not be from another. 


The biggest money maker, for 


example, is well down the list of 
companies with the largest as- 
sets. And at least a million 
more persons prefer to ow n 
stock in the company that's the 
runner-up in profits than to hold 
shares of the corporation that's 
top dog in total sales or reve- 
nues. 


The annual see-saw on who is 


the biggest money maker al- 
ready. has been won. General 
Motors takes the title for the 
second straight year. With a 
record $2,125,606,440 of profits in 
1965 
i tmade $329 million more 


after taxes than did runner-up 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph with $1,796,094,000. Jersey 
Standard Oil was third with $1,- 
035,000,000. 


But the phone company can 


claim to be the biggest of all if 
the measure is total assets. It 
now has $40,388,648,000, up near- 
ly $10 billion from 1964. AT&T 
also is far ahead of GM, whose 
assets are $11,478,546,590. And 
the auto giant probably trails 
the oil company, which hasn't 
reported yet for 1965, but had 
$12,489,565,000 in assets at the 
end of 1964. 


These top money makers in 


the auto and oil industries are 
far 
below the leading banks 


and insurance companies when 
it comes to assets. Metropolitan 
Life counted $21,398,602,000 at 
the start of 1964 and Prudential 
$21,015,885,000. 


The Bank of America report- 


ed assets of $16,528,957,604 at 
the end of 1965 for fourth place. 
Chase Manhattan, New York, 
was 
fifth 
with $15,331,407,583, 


and First National City Bank, 
New York, sixth with $13,976,- 
787,000. 


Still another measure of big- 


ness is the total of sales or reve- 
nues. Here GM is the champ, as 
in profits, with- sales of $20,733,- 
982,295 in 1965. Jersey Standard 
reports $12,725,000,000 in reve- 
nues, and the phone company 
$11, 0«1, 783,000. 


Big Hong Kong 
Red Store Gutted 


HONGKONG iAP)-An eight- 


hour fire today destroyed one of 
Hong Kong's biggest Chinese 
Communist department stores, 
killing four of Us women em- 
ployes and injuring 14 others, in- 
cluding eight firemen. 


The fire broke out in the five- 


story department store shortly 
after midnight when most of the 
employes were in beds in their 
fifth-floor dormitory. 


About 100 employes lived in 


the dormitory. Most of them es- 
caped by climbing out windows 
to adjacent 
rooftops.

Experts Seek 


Cause of Space 
Ship Trouble

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Gemini 8 astronauts are 
flying to Cape Kennedy to help 
experts determine why their 
space 
flight 
suddenly turned 


from triumph to near tragedy. 


Neil A. Armstrong and David 


R. Scott were to arrive here at 
8:30 
a.m. today aboard an Air 


Force C135 jet transport bring- 
ing them from Hawaii. They 
took off from Honolulu at 1:23 
p.m. 


The astronauts had spent sev- 


eral hours at Hickam Field, 
Hawaii, resting and beginning 
the review of the flight that end- 
ed so swiftly Wednesday night 
after Gemini 8 and the Agena 
satellite to which it was an- 
chored 
had 
tumbled 
wildly 


through the sky. 


Armstrong and Scott will be 


at Cape Kennedy for three days, 
then will go to the Manned 
Space Center, Houston, Tex., for 
six more days of intensive de- 
Ivriefings, ..',.., 
-,,.... 
.,.,.., 


After that they will hold a 


news conference to tell the story 
of their harrowing trip. 


They come to Cape Kennedy 


first because this is where they 
had their final training. 


They will run through the cri- 


tical portions of the mission in 
the same spacecraft simulator 
in which they practiced before 
the launching. 


The journey started flawlessly 


from Cape Kennedy Wednesday 
with the double launching of 
first the Agena target satellite 
and then Gemini 8. 


Armstrong and Scott pursued 


and caught the Agena, th*n 
hitched onto it in man's first 
linkup with another satellite. 
That 
was 
6 hours 
and 32 


minutes after launching. 


Within half an hour, while the 


astronauts were out of radio 
range of a ground station, the 
combined vehicles were "gyrat- 
ing wildly" 185 miles above the 
earth. 


Armstrong lost his main jet 


control 
system 
and 
had to 


switch to an emergency system, 
forcing a premature return to 
earth, in the Pacific 500 miles 
east of Okinawa. 


Engineers

Space 
Center 
have 


begun a detailed study of tape 
recordings and telemetry data 
from 
the spacecraft and the 


tracking stations in an effort to 
learn what caused the vehicles 
to go out of control.

Execution Has 
Profiteers in 
Saigon in Fear 


SAIGON,

(AP) 
— The execution of a war 


profiteer has sent a wave of 
fear through the ranks "of Viet; 
Nam's 
biglime black mark- 


eteers. But for the small time 
operator it is business as usual. 


Tn Vinh, a Chinese business- 


man convicted of profiteering; 
was executed March 14. Since,, 
then some merchants deeply 
involved in large scale opera- 
tions reportedly have flea the 
country. There has been a run 
on black market Hong Kong 
dollars as the profiteers, mostly 
Chinese businessmen, try to get 
their capital out of the country. 


Others are reported doubling 


and redoubling bribes to highly 
placed officials in hopes of con- 
tinued protection. Several are . 
said to have smuggled detailed 
accounts of the operations out of 
the country complete with the. 
names of government officials 
involved with them and incrimi- 
nating evidence. 


A highly reliable source said 


many big operators are waiting 
to see how serious the govern-.. 
mcnt is about its often promised 
crack-down on war profiteers. 


There is some feeling that the' 


heat will be off soon since too 
many high government officials, 
poorly paid for their official du- 
ties, depend on kickbacks or 
actually share in the profiteer- 
ing. 


The threat of a crack-down 


does not seem to have bothered 
the little operators, in fact the 
number and size of sidewalk 
black market stalls appear to 
have increased since Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky announced the 
cleanup months ago. 


One small operator does busi- 


ness across the street from the 
U.S. Information Service. An- 
other flourishes near the U.S, 
Embassy in downtown Saigon. 
They sell clothing, ' American " 
canned goods and such items as 
toothpaste. You can also buy 
American post exchange cham- 
pagne and whiskey, cigarette 
lighters and transistor radios.

sands of U.S. infantrymen and 
other troops in South Viet Nam

today Gen. William C. West- 
moreland, U.S. commander in 
Viet Nam, had requested this 
action to improve "tactical ef- 
fectiveness

firepower 
at 
short 


ranges." 


As a result of Westmoreland's 


request, 100,000 more M16 rifles 
are being manufactured to re- 
place M14 rifles in the hands of 
many U.S. fighting men in Viet
